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Mr. Kidder and Mr. Faris feel that 
Terre Haute’s wonderful growth has 
made the property valuable for com- 
mercial purposes. Real estate men 
say that its location is not suitable for 
wholesale houses, because the grade 
makes the expense of drayage too 
for large manufacturing plants, which 
buy acreage. 

This leaves it for small factories 
which could bring n the raw material 
and ship the finished product by the 
railroad on Water street. Mr.: Kidder 
has had offers for two pleces, one on
